Under the rules of procedure adopted

last memorandum from the Americans 
is tssgarded by the Spaniards as a virtual 
ultimatum; but, as a matter of fact, the 
ft.merlcans have not presented an ul- 
timatum, save as their treatment of the 
subject in hand may be unanswerable.

ble tbat they cannot imagine them to ba 
seriously advanced. They cannot, bow- 
ever, ignore tbe fact tbat tbe t>tate of 
public feeling in Paris is snob tbat tbe 
ruling powers wonld do anything short 
of engaging in war to divert the pnblic 
attention from the difficulties confront- 
ing themselves. 


The British people, too, cannot forget 


that the peace at almost any price policy 
pursued by the Marquis of Salisbury for 
some years past has resulted before in 
demands being made on the part of oth- 
er nations, and occasionally granted, 
and they fancy that tbe French have 
been only following the lead of Ger- 
many and Russia, and have no serious •• 
intention of submitting their alleged 
rights to the arbitrament of war, should 
John Bnll not be in a complacent mood. 


The excitement in the city and coun- 


try does not approach in degree to tbat 
consequent upon tbe difficulty with 
Germany in 1896, when the flying 
squadron was called out as an object 
lesson for an ambitions, meddlesome 
young ruler. 


Still it is useless to disguise the grav- 


ity of tbe situation, and, though neither 
the French nor British desire war, Far- 
is, in a very possible revolution, or 
eiven the army in revolt against tbe 
civil authorities, may place a ministry 
in cower that may make a conflict impos- 
sible to be avoided. The resignation of 
the BrisBOQ ministry in France aggra- 
vates the situation. Had be and bis col- 
leagues retained office until they had 
removed tho difficulty, even by conces- 
sion 8 distasteful to tbe r ieuch nation, 
they could then have resigned and left 
to their successors in the government 
tbe work of reconciling the people to 
what was after all inevitable. 


The Marquis of Salisbury is friendly 


to the French people and wonld not 
like to be too hard upon them. But tbe 
British are in no mood for negotiating 
and conceding away what they regard 
as their undoubted rights in tbe present 
instance. Should the premier attempt 
to do so, even to avert war, bis tenure 
of office would be short. But he appar- 
ently has no disposition to do so, and 
in this patriotic resolve he has the sup- 
port of the en tire country. The Liberals 
are no less outspoken in advocating a 
firm policy in dealing with France than 
an tbe Conservatives, and tbe Earl of 
Bosebery has been scarcely less warlike 
in his pnblic utterances than fiery, bel- 
licose Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, the 
chancellor of the exchequer. Other 
prominent Liberals, snob aa Mr. As- 
qnitb, Mr. Bryoe, Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt and Ixurd Ripon, have all 
spoken openly in patriotic support of 
Lord Salisbury in the present crisis. 


The newspapers of London and of the 


ooantry generally have also adopted no 
uncertain tone, and they all, with 
scarcely an exception, maintain that 
the French mast relinquish their claim 
to Fasboda or there will be war. They 
soout the idea of Fashoda coming within 
the ra»ga of discussion, and tbe only 
concession tbat they wonld be willing to 
make to France is tbat tbe western fron- 
tier of tbe Bahr-el-Ghuzal might be 
made the subject of negotiation. This 
concession will not prove very satisfac- 
tory to the French, though they will 
probably ultimately accept it or come 
other arrangement which may satisfy 
their pride, while leaving Egypt's and 
Great Britain's undoubted rights in tho 
Sudan and on the Nile intact. 


Aa a matter of fact Franqe has no 


valid right to Fasboda, and cannot ad- 
vance any olaim to it tbat wonld be for 
a moment considered of value in any 
coart, legal or international. 
Previous 


to the Mabdiits' victories and tho death 
at General Gordon it and tbe whole 
nrronnding district belonged to Egpyfc 
General Kitchener's victory at Omdnr- 
nan and the recapture of Khartum 
completed tbe reoonqnest of-tbe Bndan, 
and it ocso more became au Egprtitia 
possession, as, ia.fact, it had remained 
de jure during the term of years it was 
held fay tbe Mabdiats. A right of con- 
qvtst unrecognised by treaty and which 
cannot be maintained by force would be 
regarded as invalid in any fair interna- 
tional court. 


The French government claims that 


Major Marcband was in possession of 
FsHhodu two months before General 
Kitchener's victory.

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I am not a special pleader for the 


British cause, and I have uo prejudices 
to combat. I think it proper, however, 
to present the case as it appears to me 
and as I am satisfied it will appear to 
every person who studies the question 
upon its merits without any bias to 
warp his judgment. 


A number of the Paris newspapers 


admit tbat France has no rights in 
Fashoda, and that Major Marchand's 
expedition into tbe Sudan was more in 
(he nature of a private enterprise than 
a military expedition authorized by the 
government. Probably this is the truth 
of tbe matter, for bad the French gov- 
ernment commissioned him to snob an 
adventure he would have been supplied 
with a force and an equipment com- 
mensurate with the magnitude of the 
Work. 


Much is made in some quarters in the 


present emergency of the friendship of 
Russia for France. I think there is very 
little warrant for this. It is very im- 
probable thiifc .Russia would encourage 
France to engage in war immediately 
after tbe czar promulgated his peace 
message. Count Mnraviefi'a recent visit 
to Paris, I imagine, had a very differ- 
ent object in view, and instead of offer- 
' Ing France nid in the event of war with 
Great Britain he undoubtedly brought 
all possible pressure to bear npon the 
French government to prevent euoh a 
catastrophe. 
Should the improbable, 


however, occur and war ensue it is idle 
to suppose that it would be confined to 
the two powers primarily involved. The 
chances are that all Europe and per- 
haps America would become mixed in 
the fray, and that before it ended the 
maps of Europe, Africa and Asia would 
be changed. 


In the meantime, though war is ex- 


pected by neither 'nation, they know 
that it is possible, and both the British 
and French are preparing for such a 
contingency. Tbe utmost activity pre- 
vails at the naval and military arsenals 
at Cherbourg. The British are putting 
their immrnse naval armament in a 
state of readiness. Portsmouth, always 
busy, is busier than before. Warship* 
are being coaled and made ready for 
any emergency, those almost completed 
are made ready for seta, and orders art 
given for the building of additional bat- 
tleships, cruisers and torpedo boat de- 
stroyers. 


But London aud the English public 


have other subjects to talk about besides 
the Fashoda trouble, which will proba- 
bly be removed in a few days. 


Many of Mr. Gladstone's intimate 


acquaintances are expressing surprise 
that Mr. Morley should be requested by 
the late statesman's family to prepare 
his biography.

from tJ)$£*9ge of radiance along tfce 
crest of the mountain and the glacier. 
They look speotcal and ghostly, and 
now they began to move to and fro, as 
if going thvonghcfba figures of a square 
dance. Sometimes these shafts take on a 
golden hue. Then they change to silver, 
or again they are phosphorescent and 
brought in dazzling contrast with the 
blue expanse of the sky behind them. 
While this spectral dance is going on 
the lights overhead keep taking on new 
forms. Suddenly they stop for a me. 
ment. Then, in concert with the saltaut 
spectral figures along the mountain 
tops, the outer band in tbe sky begins to 
circle like a cavalcade of troopers. Al- 
ternate bands of sparks are moving in 
opposite directions. Rainbow flames are 
daaoiug with tbe ghostly lights along 
tbe mountain tops, and opaleeoent mists 
come and go. 


Once I looked over my shovlder. The 


lower part of the mountains to tbe 
southwest was lost in dense shadows. 
Along their summits was a bank of 
clouds which stretched north and south 
for some distance. The olonds were 
turned to silver by tbe moon. Apparent- 
ly floating in this ocean of mist was the 
dark peak of a mountain.

No thinking person can read the re- 


ports presented by the officers and 
beads of committees of the hospital 
board of control without being im- 
pressed anew -with the devotion and 
wrell directed energy of those -who have 
th« supervision of this Institution. And j 
too one can fail to be impressed with I 
the difficulty of the problem which now 
confronts them. 
These 
difficulties 


largely center around the lack of ade- 
quate means to carry on the work as 
It should be carried on. Mrs. Williams, 
In her president's address, puts the 
case tersely and well when she outlines 
four courses that are open to the man- 
agement in the present crisis, as !t 
ma^r truthfully 
be called. 
These, 


briefly stated are: To stop the work 
entirely! which she characterizes as 
'dignified but heartless: to carry on the 
•work by increasing the debt regard- 
Icfsly, and selfishly; to carry on the 
•work Indifferently, which would be dis- 
graceful; or to Join in a united effort 
for the. greater success of the institu- 
tion. 


There can be no choice here. There 


are four courses which may be sug- 
gested, but only _one which may be 
followed. 


The city must in Justice to the high- 


est instincts of humanity, in justice to 
the great duty of every modern com- 
munity, in Justice to itself, resolve to 
render the hospital that support with- 
out which it can never accomplish the 
higher of the possibilities before it. 
Ami it must be rendered so liberally 
tbat there shall be no thought of even 
suggesting the other three courses. 


The managers have proved the>con- 


fidence the people may have in them 
and their capacity to appreciate the 
responsibilities that are theirs. In this 
yeai when the officers assert their in- 
sanity to report any great material 
improvement is this brought out even 
rnort: clearly. There has been no pos- 
sibility for additions to the work and 
increase in equipment. Instead, there 
Is something even more convincing to 
report, 
They have steadily turned 


tfcfir efforts to the greater efficiency 
«f wh£.t resources the hospital already 
hac". There has been no decrease ;n 
effort because there was no more with 
vfiieh to work. The hospital stands 
today a greater credit to the city and 
in ore worthy of loyal support than It 
d-<! a yoar ago, and this fact, with the 
Circumstances under which it was made 
true, is the best appeal for greater in 
t crest on the part of the public.

Old Times Recalled. 


The formation of an anti-Tammany 


organization within Democratic ranks 
will serve to many Kew Yorkers as a 
strong reminder of tbe old days when 
there were several such organizations;

and other temporarily important but now 
long forgotten "halls" fought bitterly 
with Tammany for "recognition," if for 
nothing else, and thought tho fight well 
Vtorth the making if only a fraction of the 
city's patronage were wrested i'rom the 
tiger. 


In those old days Abram S. Hewitt, 


later a good Tammany man, but now not 
in sympathy therewith, was long a leader 
of the County Democracy. Bourke Cook- 
ran, silver tongued, polished and able, but 
actually driven out of politics in 1893 by 
Croker, began political life in New York 
as a member of Irving Hall. In those old 
days there were times when Tammany's 
power within the party was much leas 
than one or other of the rival organiza- 
tions, and it has been nothing less than 
the organizing genius of Mr. Croker that 
has wiped them all off the slate. Were bis 
administrative ability equal to his powers 
of organization, were he as capable of 
making judicious concessions and of keep- 
ing himself clear of the demon of jealousy 
aa ha is of arousing enthusiasm and in- 
spiring confidence in himself and his pow- 
ers of political leadership, he would have 
not the slightest difficulty in preventing 
the birth of a rival to Tammany in the 
present depressing circumstances.

That article marked the period of Tam- 


many's greatest power prior to this year. 
The writer who succeeded in getting it 
published was rewarded handsomely for 
his feat by -tha organization, and a swell 
dinner to which Croker and nearly all tbe 
powerful Eaohenis of .the Hall sat down 
was served in honor of the serite. As for 
that individual, he believed his fortune 
made and saw visions of future political 
preferment and emoluments galore. 


But the event proved his bright antici- 


pations to be entirely beside the truth, for 
the publication of the article raised such 
a storm of protest from the Harper con- 
stituency that he was forthwith blacklist- 
ed and ever since has been obliged to seek 
other markets for his literary wares. 
Moreover, tho editor who took the article 
on, though there wero other things against 
him, was promptly released from employ- 
ment.

Mr. Wanamaker says Senator Quay 


has interpreted the result of the recent 
election as his personal triumph and 
vindication, "while the truth is the re- 
cent election is a most significant re- 
buke and defeat of Senator Quay and all 
be represents. 


The ex-postmaster general ea.ys that 


though Quay^ candidate for governor 
waa elected he received a minority of 
the votes cast for the office, and "what is 
more significant," he continues, "is that 
at least 155 of the 254 members of th« 
nest legislature are pledged to vot« 
against Quay." 


After styling Senator Quay's mani-

Jusit after the collection, the reverend 
gentleman arose, and said it was his 
Intention to preach his farewell sermon 
yesterday morning, but as there was 
ne fire in the church, and it was very 
uncomfortable for the congregation, he 
decided to postpone it until next Sun- 
day. 
Dr. Quinn also announced thai 


there would be no services in the even- 
Ing on the same grounds. 


After Dr. Quinn had announced hi« 


Intention of postponing his farewell 
sermon, Richard T. Clarke, junior war- 
den, made his way to the vestry, where 
the doctor was taking off his vestments, 
and said that he was very sorry that he 
(the doctor) did not preach, as next Sun- 
day, if he attempted to enter the church, 
he would have him arrested. Mr. Clarke 
also announced to the congregation that 
services would be held in the evening, 
and Choirmaster Nichols would officiate. 


At the sarvirp in the evening 25 wor- 


shippers were present. Mr. Nichols read 
two selections from the scriptures, and 
then read the letter from the archdeacon, 
announcing Dr. Qulnn's resignation, to 
take place Nov. 15, and also said that 
at the services next Sunday the arch- 
deacon would be present and officiate. 


Commenting on the resignation, Mr. 


Nichols said: "Providence has seen fit 
to remove th« rector to other fields. What 
the church needs is a young man, who 
will work for its interests, visit the par- 
ishioners, and be a fit successor to the 
late and lamented Dr. Durrell.

The earliest historical w- 
ord of what is believed to fame bean th* 
bubonic plague carries It back to 707 B. O. 


In 446 A. D. it invaded Rngland, hard- 


ly leaving enough living to bury the dead, 
accord!UK to old woordl, and in the foar- 
teen th century the whole world waa iwept, 
by the worst devastation that hat evay 
afflicted mankind, the black death, which 
in its raaiu faaturea resembled the modern 
bubonio plague, and in spite of certain 
differences, is believed to bare been the 
same diseiittt. In Europe 98,000,000 par- 
song died of it between 1847 and IBM, and 
in Asia 36,000,000. Its last visitation to 
England, tho "great plague" of London, 
in 1H6S, carried off 68,500 peraoni. In th* 
seventeenth century a gradual lemoning 
of the area in which the plague wai preva- 
lent began, with lessening frequency, toe* 
in its outbreaks. In the eighteenth oen- 
tury it continued to retire, and in trie first 
third of this century it was confined in 
Europe to European Turkey, ceasing alto- 
gether in 1841, with the exception of an 
outbreak in Ciscauoaaian Ruiala In 1679, 
which was regarded as having tbe ohlef 
characteristics of the plague, but only 
affected a limited area. 


Observations of the long intervale be- 


tween previous visitations have, however, 
led some authorities to believe In the pos- 
sibility of a reourreuoe of tbe disease in 
epidemic form in Europe. In general It 
is held that civilized conditions and the 
modern methods of care for public health 
prevent such a possibility. 


The bubcnio plague is a> ooutagloua fe- 


ver, 
chiefly characterized by swellings, 


usually confined to the glands of the 
groin, armpits and neck, but in violent 
oases occurring all over the body, which 
after death are often of a dark color, thus 
giving the disease its title of black plague 
in some of its epidemics. In some cases it 
begins with swellings, followed by a mild 
fever, with possible recovery inside of two 
weeks. In Its moat violent form it is fol- 
lowed by death within a few hours, pre- 
ceded by a vomit of blood and without tbe 
occurrence of the characteristic swellings. 


Of its origin, methods of transmission 


and cure Mttle is known. It is believed 
to arise in clqssly crowded communities 
living in a moist, heater* atmosphere in a 
condition of filth. In sporadic cases it is 
not believed to be transmissible. In its 
epidemic form it follows close astoolatloa 
with the already infected, breathing tho 
air affected by their effluvia, and handling 
their clothing. The disease is known to 
have been carried by rats, an epldemiu 
among them having been followed by th* 
plague among men. This Is said to have 
been tbe case in the recent epidemic of th* 
bubonio plague in India.—New York SuA.

As is well 
known, \vhpn Rostand 


wrote "Cyrano de Bergerac" for Coque-l 
lin, he tnok precautions to protect It in 
Prance, England and several other Eu- 
ropean countries, but he paid no atten- 
tion whatever to the United States. It 
is not quite clear, whether Mr. Mansfield 
was or was not fully aware of this 
lapse, hut the fact remains that he 
made an offer to Rostand for the Amer- 
ican rights to his great play and was 
granted them. A little later Mr. Augus- 
tin Daly, who did know all about the 
little lapse, announced that he would 
also produce "Cyrano de Bergerac." 
The startling success of one production 
and the placid nonfaiiure of the other 
are now -well known. A number of stock 
companies have advertised the piece for 
production and several of them have al- 
ready done it with a result which In 
many instances has demonstrated that 
after all "Cyrano de Bergerac" is not a 
drama, but a farce pure and simple. 
This may be news to Mr. Rostand, but 
an investigation will convince him of 
the truth of the assertion. Mr. Mans- 
field is said to be paying the French au- 
thor an average of $800 a week for the 
use of his play. Mr. Daly and the little 
stock companies are, of course, paying 
nothing. That would appear to be hard 
enough from Rostand's standpoint, but 
when to this is added insult, because 
the gentleman was not astute enough to 
protect the creature of his brain in this 
country, it would seem that the limit 
had been reached. 


Without going into the ethics of the 


matter, it will suffice to dispel a popu- 
lar fallacy as to cases of this sort. It 
has been repeatedly stated in this city 
in extenuation of the conduct of Mr. 
Daly and others, which, bear in mind, 
I do not pretend either to condemn or 
commend, that American plays unpro- 
tected abroad have been similarly used 
without permission for decades. Further, 
it is alleged that no case can be cited 
in which the American author has ever 
been voluntarily paid for his work. Any 
one who is under this impression may 
have it dispelled very promptly by com- 
municating with Mr.'H. A. De Souchet, 
the author of "My Friend From India," 
which was produced In this country by 
Smyth & Kice and was not copyright- 
ed in England.

Wonderful Strides in Popu- 


larity During the Present 


Season of the Game of 


Golf — Americans 


Are Gaining In 


Expertness.

The present season has been a notable 


one in the history of golf in the United 
States". More progress has been made 
in the standard of play and more people 
have become devotees of the ancient and 
royal game than in any previous year. 
An extremely conservative estimate of 
the amount of money sunk in golf in 
this country—that is, in laying out and 
keeping up the links, instruments used 
in playing the game and such things— 
would be $40,000,000, and this in spite of 
the fact that golf is practically only 
about five years old in America. It was 
played before that period in isolated 
places, but almost in every instance by 
Scotsmen who had immigrated here and 
who wished to keep up the sport they 
loved so well. 


The honor of being the oldest golf 


club in this country belongs to the St. 
Andrew's club, which has its home near 
Yonkers, N. Y. This organization was 
founded in 1888, but it was several years 
before it had a membership of more 
than a dozen or so. For four or five 
years these heroic pioneers blazed the 
way for golf in this country. In fair 
weather and in foul, amid ridicule and 
adversity, they stuck to their task with 
the enthusiasm and courage of true 
sportsmen. Today St. Andrew's is well 
established and is particularly fortu- 
nate in its list of members. 


Other clubs, however, east, west and 


south, had just as hard a struggle and 
encountered just as much ridicule as 
their brethren on the Hudson. 
This 


derision did not confine itself to banter- 
ing of players and squibs In the comle 
papers, but in one case at least assum- 
ed a more serious aspect. An enthu- 
siast in the large and thriving city of 
Omaha is said to have been actually 
arrested at the instance of zealous 
friends, who had seen him roaming 
over the fields and meadows surround- 
ing the city with several "sticks" in 
his arms, stopping every now and then 
to hit a hard rubber ball. They thought 
he had become insane and wanted his 
condition inquired into, and it was only 
after considerable explanation that he 
managed to convince them that he was 
still in his right mind. 


Golf, as a recognized sport on this 


•Ide of the Atlantic, really dates from 
the organization of the American Golf 
association in 3894. The following year 
the name of the organization waa 
changed to that of United States Golf 
association, and Canada formed a gov- 
erning body of her own. 


In 1895 there were 76 established golf 


clubs in the United States, having a 
membership of about 15,000. 
Today 


there are over 750 flourishing clubs and 
ever 200,000 players, and the number of 
both is increasing daily. 


With this magnificent increase In the 


number of golf clubs and enthusiasts 
the standard of play has easily kepi 
pace. Men who two years ago though! 
they were pretty good players find 
themselves now mere "has beens," and 
others who considered themselves "has 
beens" now see that they belong to the 
class called "never was." This wonder- 
ful development in so short a time has 
taken place because young men and 
boys are taking up the game. Golf ie 
unlike any other scientific sport in that 
unless one learns to play in youth be- 
fore the muscles become at all "set" 6ns 
can never become an expert. In mak- 
ing a drive the club should describe a 
perfect circle, and In every other stroke 
the arc should be a part of the circle 
described by the player when making 
a drive. Unless the game is learned 
when young no amount of practice will 
loosen the muscles sufficiently to allow 
the stroke to be made properly. 


For this reason the hope of our golf- 


ers lies in the players turned out by the 
various big schools and colleges if we 
are ever to produce experts as skillful 
as those in Great Britain. The tourna- 
ments of this season have shown al- 
ready how fast the younger element is 
forging to the front. Although the win- 
ner of the amateur i.hampionship is a 
Scotsman, yet the runner up was Wal- 
ter B. Smith, a collegian, and several of 
the leaders were likewise college men. 
The class of game put up by the play- 
ers In the Intercollegiate tournament 
last month showed a distinct improve- 
ment over the one held last spring, al- 
though the play on the first day took 
place in a driving rainstorm. 


Players are often heard 'comparing 


their scores with the records over the 
St. Andrew's or other well known links 
In Scotland. A player will say: 


"The record at St. Andrew's Is 72, and 


my score is only 74," and he will thence- 
forth regard himself as a coining cham- 
pion. Now this method of comparison 
Is altogether wrong, for the simple rea- i 
son that our links are much shorter | 
Ihnn the ones over the water. The i 
length of the average 18 hole course In ' 
the United States is seldom over 6.200 
yards, whereas the St. Andrew's links 
are 6,3:!3 yards long. So that, if com- , 
parisona be made at all, then from 12, 
to 15 strokes at least should be added 
to the total, according to the length of 
the links played on. 
|

try and one of the few which compare 
with the magnificent seashore links of 
Scotland and England, is the Morris I

In the 
iourse of a recent conversation I asked 
him wherein The oversea links excelled 
ours. He said that, of course, the chief 
difference lay in the lengths of the 
coursas, and thai, another is that abroad 
they have on most cf the links such 
turf as is very rarely seen In America. 
Again, he said, the absence of stones 
and other such obstructions make them 
such that much more accurate play can 
be indulged in. He told me that once, 
when playing on the St. Andrew's links 
in Scotland, n» looked around for a 
stone or other missile to hurl at a large 
sea bird whiclt had settled on tilt 
ground at some distance and ^fter 
searching some time had to give n up 
without finding one. What links hava 
we so free from such impedimenta? 


Reverting to the discrepancy between 


the average length of American and 
foreign links, the following figures are 
interesting: The St. Andrew's links, 
Scotland, as before stated, are 6,322 
yards long; Morris County, 6,012 yards; 
the new Rockaway, 5,713 yards; Lake- 
wood, 5,711 yards; Sbinnecock, 5,369 
yards; Wheaton, 5,321 yards; Ardsley, 
5.3SO yards. Our longest nine hole course 
is the Meadowbrook, which has a play- 
ing length of 2,875 yards, whereas the 
nine hole course at Musaselburgh, Scot- 
land, is 3,100 yards long. These figures 
are absolutely correct, having been 
measured yard by yard with link and 
chain, but many figures given as the 
lengths of courses are only guesswork 
and taken by pacing the ground. 


In reply ta my question as to how 


the improvement in the average play 
seen on our links impressed him, Mr. 
Bendelow said that the progress made 
by our players in four or five years waa 
simply astounding and could not be 
duplicated across the water in four 
times that length of time. 
He said 


that as the players gained in experi- 
ence, coaching and confidence they 
would eventually prove that, in golfing 
as in many other sports, we need tako 
a back seat to no country. He is bop- 
ing within a year or two to see some 
sort of an international match arrang- 
ed between a team of onr players and 
those of Great Britain and predicts 
that if our men eross the ocean to try 
conclusions with their brethren they 
will be much surprised 
at several 


things. For instance, the niceties of 
golf etiquette and the awarding of pen- 
alties are much more strictly observed 
in the old country than is common with 
us. He said that an international 
match would raise our standard Of play 
as well as afford us many other useful 
hints. Of course the Americans would 
be beaten, for there are many players 
in England and Scotland who can give 
Mr. Findlay S. Douglas one-third of a 
stroke a hole, whereas he Is easily the 
best amateur player we can boast. 


As regards women golfers, Mr. Ben» 


delow said that their play would never 
approach the standard set by their 
English and Scotch sisters until girls 
and young ".adies in the women's col- 
leges were taught the game by com- 
petent instructors. Most of the large 
institutions, 
such 
as Vassar and 


Wellesley, have clubs and links, but 
the girls are obliged to pick up the 
game in a haphazard fashion, and, hav- 
ing once started wrong, never gain a 
perfect style, without which it Is hope- 
less to become experts. He regards 
Miss Beatrix Hoyt as in a class by her- 
self, and she is inferior to Mores of wel! 
known feminine wlelders of the clubs 
on the other side of the Atlantic.

Finally she 
escaped, and half dressed as she was, 
ran. from the house and hid in the 
open air, where in spite of the cold 
she stayed till her mother returned 
with police assistance for which she 
had gone. 


The testimony of the mother and 


wife corroborated the girl's story, and 
added to it the information that such 
attempts had been made by Liberty 
for a number of years, and that he 
had often threatened to murder the 
family,

daughter, Emma. 


Two younger daughters also testified 


and added further details to the miser- 
able story. Liberty sat in the dock in 
silence most of the time, but once or 
twice he rose to question the wit- 
nesses and his manner indicated that 
he was in the habit of frightening 
them. 


Mrs. Liberty told the judge that she 


would be afraid of her life and for her 
children if the man was discharged, 
and when told that she was not obliged 
to testify against her husband, said 
she wanted to if the judge wanted to 
know the truth. 
' 


'The case against Liberty was con- 
tinued till tommorrow morning, and he 
was held under J2.000 bonds, with the 
case for drunkenness continued under 
$50 bonds.
